An Assassin's Horrible Death. 

On the 5th of ,Taiiuary, 1758, as 
King I/)ul8 XV. was entering hi-i 
l arriagc at Versailles, a stout yoniig 
mail pii>lied through the Swiss Guards 
anil slabbi'il the Kinj; with a poekcl 
kiilt'e. The wouml was slight, but all 
Kraiice was convnlsed. 'I'be assas- 
sin was Picrro Daiuiens, a fanatic, 
without accoinplicos, plain or ration- 
al iiiotivc. 

In bis pDi kel was found a neatly 
liiinml New 'I'l stanii'iil, ami bis pu.. 
piisi' was lo proiuiilc the orlliordox 
I'aitli. l-'riiiii llie limir ot'bis arrest 
t> the moment of his death, a period 
of two months and twenty -throe days, 
lie was in torture wlior^vor he. was 
awake, so eruoliy was ho bound, 
chained and eonllned. Wlieii at 
last the day of execulioii came, he 
was taken to the torture cliamber ami 
subjected to the greatest amount of 
anguish whicli tho human frame is 
capable of enduring, surgeons stand- 
ing by to giro timely notice of insen- 
sibility. 

Tlieii lie was driven by a cireiiitous 
roale tlirougli the sireels of I'aris to 
t!ie place of execution. This look an 
hour ami u half. Another half he 
was kept waiting in full view of the 
proparatious, tho a|iparatus not being 
ready. Tlieu in view of the assoiii- 
bleil iiiiillilnde, many of wlimii were 
women, lie was plai-eil on a lot'ly 
platform and the hellisli work began. 
First his right hand was burned oil': 
next, masses of ticsh were torn from 
Ililll by rad-liot pinchers an-1 incite 1 
lead and resiii poured into the wouml-,- 
lastly, a strong horse was altai beil tu 
each of bis four limb:., and an attempt 
was made lo tear him to pieces. 

After a eousiderable period it was 
found impossible to do this,, and a 
iiiessuge was sent for iicrmissioii to 
cut tiic muscles of the joints. Il was 
lelused, and again an attempt was 
made to tear tlio limbs apart, but 
without sucecss. A seeuiid tunc 
word was sent that tho horses could 
not tear the dyf^ig wretch asunder. 
I'erinissioii was tlieii given, and the 
uiiiseles were severed, but not until 
both logs aud ouo am had boon tora 
off did the prisoner expire.

account of of snow, consequently wo 
luivu had throe solid months of good 
sleighing. Since that time we have 
not seen a M'liii-le on wheels except 
cars ami many have snggeslcil thai 
they he|iul on runnel's. I,iel the wind 
l-egin lo blow aiideimtiuucfur twoor 
throe hours and wo liave a blockade 
for a few days and this is the case nt 
present. It takes the ciiiiliiiiled ef- 
forts of all tlie snow sliovclers the)- 
can eiiipliiy In llirnw out wliai >ii.iu 
will blow into the cuts in a lew honrs 
tiiiii'. All along the railroad may be 
seen almost mountains of snow. Thus 
while you have had such an abuii- 
danco of rain that has caused so much 
damage along the banks of the lar- 
ger streams we have been taking sol- 
id comfort by a big wood lire with 
the tliernionieter all the way from ze- 
r-i down to -tUdcgrcss below, While 
wo have hod oxtremoly cold weather 
here it docs not seem to mo I liavc 
suffered from cold as niu(!h as in your 
u aniirr i liiiiali-, 'I'lic air i-- ilry aud 
imre, « liile with you it is damp and 
i-oiisriinrnlly more peiictratiiig. Kve- 
ry day almost I am asked how I like 
an Iowa winter. My answer is thai 
I have raally enjoyed it and shall uot 
become disgusted unless It conlliiiics 
lill the -lib of .Inly, i'.iil williiii a 
iiioiilh I am sure tbe snow will all be 
g.iiic.It disappears very rapidly win ii 
il starts and perhaps may tlood the 
country and we may possibly yot have 
to go through what Kentucky, India- 
na and Oldo have just passed through. 

But I must give yon some ilcscrip- 
tion of this place aud the general re- 
sources of the country. Strawberry 
I'oint, or Rndfleld is a towu vf^iu- 
habitaiitPi Is lobdtfrl 6ii the Daven- 
port division of tbe ('. ^X. .k 11. P. 1!.

Near the 
43 degree of paralei nortli latitude, b( • 
ing about 8 degress further north 
tlian yon. It is a thriving town con- 
sisting of four hardware stores, lliree 
drug stores, si'vcii general stores, one 
bank, seven smIuiiiis, (at prescnl) two 
millinery establishiuuiits, two jewel- 
ry stores, two boot andi Shoe shops, 
two liariiesj shops and two hotels. 
Two iicwsiiapors are published here, 
oneofi-ai li polilieal parly. Tbetowii 
gives a licpiiblii-aii mnjority Ibrongli

ci pal crops of this county as well as 
the Slate generally aro, corn, oatsaiid 
buck-wheat. Almost all of tho smal- 
ler fruits are niiseil. but few apples 
nnd peaches; all variclii's of vegela- 
liles Mi l' raised in abumlam-e except 
swect-potatoesthe season being too 
liorts for them. 

The most important industry in 
this county as well as over the entire 
Stall' is the creaniory Im-'nu---. 'I'lils 
seems to be very rrmum-ralivi' as 
nearly every farmer is illtcl-l■^ll'^l in it. 
I.asi inoiilh the luwu hultcr and 
eiiecse coiiveiiliou was hold here, tlie 
State was well roprcsontcd and your 
correspondent had the picasiiro of 
meeting and conversing with a num- 
ber of Ibe ib'legates.

see this is quite au iinportaiit point 
after all. 

Now a word, about tho public 
schools. In looking over the statis- 
tics of the ilill'i ii nl stales a few days 
since I iiotircd Ibtil Ibere was a less 
number of persons over foiirlceii that 
could not read tliaii in aiiy.oilicr stale 
ill the uuion. This is due almost en- 
tirely to her oxcolleut public school 
system. In every town - the most 
prominent buililiug is her public 
M'liool bouse. 'I'bcse always have a 
large atleml'.iiii-e. All over llie coun- 
try you can see a nice frame school 
house in cvci-y township. These are 
supplied with capable teachers for at 
least six months in tho year. This to- 
gellier willi the press gives UO room 
for illiterai y. In every townofSfX) 
inliabilaiils a weekly paper is pub- 
lished and il is not uiicomiiioii to see 
two weekly papers publislied. 

While the State cau boast of no 
metropolis there are a niiiiiber of 

proslierous towns of fVoin 10,00(1 to 
.m(»l) inhabitants that do a large 
wholesale business ; among these may 
be iiieiitioued Dcs Moines, Dubu(|uc. 
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I'l, Hir I.iulit ItuuiiiiiK "I>oim-lii-" i.-. lu'lti-r.

Tho causes of the decadence of Now 
Orleans it is no difficult matter to de- 
termine—crevasses, epidemics — there 
were fifteen of them in twenty-seven 
yean— the tow water (twelve feet) at the 
mouth of the river, and the prejudice 
existing against manufactures and me- 
chanical trades as degrading. In the 
matter of health it is somewhat startling 
that the early settlers of New Orleans 
were wont to boast of its salubrity ; that 
before 17!)6 yellow-fever was unknown, 
aud that until nineteen yearf, between 
1769 and 1788, the popnlatian of New 
Orleans increased 67 per cent with- 
out immigration, whereas to-day, 
8(1 Dr. Junes assures us, it would rapidly 
decrease, as tho deaths largely exceed 
ihe births. 

It iu encouragiag to notice that wo 
now fully understand the evils which 
have reduced New Orleans from the 
fourth to the tenth poaitton in tim list of 
Amerioau cities, and are now endeavor- 
uig to correct them. That the depth 
(if water at the mouth of the river has 
licen im reased sous to accommodate tho 
largest vessels ; that we now appreciate 
the value of manufactures, are doing all 
in our power to develop them, and have 
aotoalfy doubled . <m( pK^msta in ten 
years ; and that we are devoting all oni 
spore time and money to the improve- 
ment of our sanitary condition, with 
wonderliil results, as shown by the de- 
crease of iinr annual death-rate froai 61 
per 1,000 before tho war to 25 per 1,000 
tO'day. Mr. Cable's book tells the 
melancholy story of how New Orleans 
loa^ the chanw of beoommg the greatest 
city in Amesica— an importunity once 
within its grasp i it •will help us, we 
hope, to tarn back mnch of this lost 
trade, prestige ond pre-eminence.— Aiw 
Orleana T'mvet- Democrat.
